It will 
take cash and some skill to make it a 
real success. This county has really 
been wasting much giHid money on 
our dirt roadf. Many miles of them 
are so located as to be the only out- 
let for the surplus water from either 
side and any money ypcnt oti thtm 
is a criminal waste of taxes, aa no 
court baa a right to levy a tax to be 
tlnis thrown away. 

A remedy for thi* would b^ ip em- 
pb lying a competent civil engineer 
and paying him enough to keep him 
on the job ail the limeand have him 
locate the parts that have become 
real waterwaya. Then the money 
spent on them would be sure to give 
good results and uur road tax would 
not look BO moeh like highway rob> 
bery as it now looktitt ^ average 
tax payer. f 

1 be Tiaeal Court hM ftnreiy tried 
the old penny-wise and pound foolish 
way in ita dealings with' our county 
roads. Hiring a road eoperintend- 
ent on a pay so »mall theC to support 
bis family he was compelled to en- 
gage in some other buslneve and 
then they eeoaure him for poor work. 

All county roads should be mair- 
taintd by the property abutting on 
thtm or near them.Hupplfmvntcd by 
a pro rata of the tax from corpora- 
tions and each diotrict h«ve charge 
of the reads in ita boundary. Then 
each tax payer wuuld hi- interested 
in the upi^p of the highway he 
oaee most end wenid not be *<> reedy 
to pot hie haevy hauling off for the 
wet daya aa tke damage he iotlicted 
would fall OB bim moet iMavily. The 
work on the roada would be done by 
the tax Mffll on the roada actually 
uaedby.dki«. As it la now d<^i«

The building of these pikes should 
be by a board of men of both par- 
ties f qually divided and not by the 
Fiscal Court. Ail agree that politics 
and good business seldom go togeth- 
er in the same man when that man 
can freely uae the political end when 
it pleeaea him to do ao. So let as all 
forget the qoarrela of the past and 
pull together for good roads in old 
Chriatiiui.

Pat • Ubieapoetf pt rtee on 
a plate, garnisb with a few sllcefl ot 
orange and poar over saiicc made in 
ibe following manner: Melt one cup 
of bonay over a slow flame and add 
one tablespoon of brandy, maraaehino 
or even a little grape juiee If it la tor 
I obildrea. 

Lightnlno Cake. — Break two eggs in , 
a large measuring cap, add three tabl»^ 
spoons of meltnd butter and nil up the 
cup with milk. Sin one and ono-h.alf 
cups of flour, one Hcant cup of sugar, 
a pinch of nalt anil two heaping tea- 
spoons of baking powder. Pour liquids 
into dry ingredianu, beat well and 
bake in a moderately bot ovan nntll 
dona. Teat with a broom atraw. Tbia 
cake recipe ean be used aa a layer 
cake, as a loaf cake or baked in amall 
tins. A measuring cup bolda two ma> 
diura sized cupfula. 

Rice, Fried Bananas and Poached 
Eggs. — One cup of well washed rice 
and three cups of milk or water. Cook 
for one hour in a double boiler with 
half a teaspoon of salt FYy five ba- 
nanas and (ionio Eileen of bacon (I 
usually fry two slirca apiece). Poach 
five eggs In milk or water. Arrange 
rice on platter, carefully lift eggs and 
lay on rice and then put bacon and 
bananaa around the eggs. This ta a 
delicious and appeticiag dish. I usual- 
ly serve a crisp salad afterward. 

Apple Salad.— Slice firm Urt apples 
(Newtown pippins are fine); siloe 
some oranges. Pour over some salad 
dressing and toss lightly on"a plate of 
crisp lettuce. ' 

Dressing. — Two tableapoons of vine- 
gar, add one teasppon of salt and two 
teaspoons of sugar and one teaspoon 
of barttt onion Jolce; then pour into \ 
this slowly one cnp of olive oU. Tbia 
la a flno dressing for any frult or vege- 
table saliid. 

Spanisii Beans. — Soak two cups of 
Spanish beans (the large pink ones) 
over night. In the morning drain tbe 
water off (ho roughly. Chop fine two ; 
large onhMta and try in a pan aatil > 
brown; add peans and cook about ten ' 
minutes, watching carefully. Pour ' 
over these one can of tomatoes and a ' 
heaping teaspoon of sail; add two 
bell peppers If desired. Cook slowly * 
until tender, adding water as needed. \ 
Requires about three hours' cooking. 
At serving time put in a baking dish, 
cover wM with grated cheeae and 
brown in hot oven. A piece of salt 
pork may be added if desired, and I 
usually serve brown bread also. This 
disk of beans la good topped off with 
a lettuce salad or a cold boiled artl 
choke with mayonnaise dressing.

For example, 
Pyris communis means a common 
pear as Linnens defines that fruit, 
not an apple nor a mandrake; but 
our English term stone fruit may 
mean one of a half-dozen orchard 
producffi. Tvinneus gave us a defi- 
nite and more or less complete sys- 
tem of plant names. This was in 
the eighteenth century.
